WARRANT  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
SOUTH  HAMPTON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

1997 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton  in  the  County  of 
Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on 
Tuesday  the  11^"  of  March  1997,  between  the  hours  of  11:00  in  the 
forenoon  and  8:00  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  Articles  1  and  2. 

You  are  also  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on 
Wednesday,  the  12**^  of  March  1997  at  7:30  in  the  evening  to  act  upon 
Article  3  and  all  subsequent  articles. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  See  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  amendments  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  follows: 

(1 )  To  Amend  Article  III  Section  2  d  to  read: 

Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front  property  line  not 
less  than  40  feet,  except  that  in  a  case  where  the  setback  of  an 
existing  line  of  dwellings  of  less  than  40  feet,  a  new  building  may 
be  built  at  the  same  setback  as  those  adjoining.  All  buildings  shall 
be  set  back  at  least  25  feet  from  rear  and  side  lot  lines  (except  for 
types  of  buildings  listed  in  Section  13  of  Article  III),  except  that  in  a 
case  where  a  person  loses  an  existing  building  by  fire  or  other 
cause,  said  person  may  rebuild  on  the  same  location  within  a 
period  of  one  year 

This  amendment  strikes  the  word  "dwelling"  from  the  second 
sentence  and  replaces  it  with  the  word  "building".  It  also  adds  to  the 
section  "(except  for  the  type  of  buildings  listed  In  Section  13  of  Article 
III)." 

(2)  To  add  a  new  Subsection  e  to  Article  III  Section  2  to  read  as  follows: 

Every  sewage  disposal  system  shall  be  set  back  from  the  from 
property  line  not  less  than  40  feet,  and  shall  be  set  back  at  least  25 
feet  from  the  rear  and  side  lot  lines. 


(3)  To  Amend  Article  III  Section  13  to  include  the  following  setback 

requirements: 

Structure  and  buildings  of  these  types  shall  be  set  back  at  least  10 
feet  from  the  side  and  rear  property  lines. 

The  new  Section  1 3  will  then  read: 

Restrictions  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  dairy  rooms,  root 
cellars,  poultry  houses,  farm  storage  structures  and  other  similar 
structures  having  one  story  with  a  maximum  of  200  square  feet  of 
floor  space.  Structures  to  be  so  located  on  the  owner's  property 
so  as  not  to  menace  the  property  of  another  and  such  building 
shall  not  become  the  permanent  dwelling  of  any  family  unit. 
Structures  and  buildings  of  these  types  shall  be  set  back  at  least 
10  feet  from  the  side  and  rear  property  lines.  A  no  charge 
building  permit  must  be  approved  by  the  Town  Building  Inspector 
before  building  is  started. 

(4)  To  Amend  Article  VII  Section  D  Subsection  2  to  read: 

Areas  designated  as  having  poorly  drained  soil  may  be  used  to 
fulfill  no  more  than  25%  of  the  minimum  lot  size  required  by  Town 
Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Regulations.  In  addition  the  non- 
wetlands  area  where  the  dwelling  is  to  be  located  must  be: 

a.  at  least  30,000  contiguous  square  feet,  and 

b.  sufficient  in  size  and  configuration  to  adequately  accommodate 
all  required  utilities  such  as  water  and  sewage  disposal, 
including  primary  and  auxiliary  leach  field  locations. 

This  amendment  strikes  the  phrase  "In  addition  the  non-wetlands 
area  must  be..."  and  replaces  it  with  the  phrase  "In  addition  the  non- 
wetland  area  where  the  dwelling  is  to  be  located  must  be..." 

(5)  To  Amend  Article  XIX  Section  A  to  add  to  following  definitions: 

"FEMA"  means  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency. 

"Historic  Structures"  means  any  structure  that  is: 

1.  Listed  individually  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places  (a  listing  maintained  by  the  Department  of  the 
Intenor)  or  preliminarily  determined  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  as  meeting  the  requirements  for  individual 
listing  on  the  National  Register; 


2.  Certified  or  preliminarily  determined  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  as  contributing  to  the  historical  significance  of 
a  registered  Historic  District  or  a  district  preliminarily 
determined  by  the  Secretary  to  qualify  as  a  registered 
Historic  District. 

3.  Individually  listed  on  the  State  of  Hew  Hampshire's 
inventory  of  historic  places. 

4.  Individually  listed  on  a  local  inventory  of  historic  places  in 
communities  with  historic  programs  that  have  been 
certified  by  the  State  of  Hew  Hampshire. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$283,855  (Two  hundred  eighty  three  thousand  eight  hundred  fifty  five 
dollars)  for  the  general  operation  of  the  Town. 

The  following  table  shows  the  relationship  between  the  operating 
budget,  other  warrant  articles  appropriating  money,  and  the  total 
appropriations:

Total  appropriations  357,353 

The  operating  budget  is  3%  below  last  year  however  due  to  an  increase 
in  special  warrant  articles  the  total  appropriations  budget  is  2%  higher 
than  last  year 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500 
(five  hundred  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  to  update  the  Town's 
tax  maps. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $16,180 
(Sixteen  thousand  one  hundred  eighty  dollars)  for  the  lease  payment  of 
the  1996  GMC  custom  pumper. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500 
(Four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Police  Cruiser 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  1996  under  RSA  35:1. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,000 
(One  Thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Land  Acquisition  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  created  in  1988. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000 
(Ten  thousand  dollars)  to  be  place  in  the  Cemetery  Land  Acquisition  and 
Development  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  1993  under  RSA  35:1. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,000 
(Nine  thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Town  Buildings  Maintenance 
Trust  Fund  created  in  1 992  under  RSA  31:19. 

Approximately  $5,000  is  needed  to  repair  the  faulty  roof  and  repair  or 
replace  the  window's  and  window  sashes  in  the  back  of  the  library. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,800 
(Four  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars)  for  the  reimbursement  of  time  lost 
from  work  and  damage  done  to  clothing  to  the  South  Hampton  Fire 
Department  members  when  participating  at  calls  on  a  volunteer  basis. 

11  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,518 
(One  thousand  five  hundred  eighteen  dollars)  which  is  the  Town's 
portion  of  the  cost  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  buy  back  of 
Police  Chief  Wayne  Theriault  retirement  between  the  years  of  1988  and 
1990. 

The  total  cost  to  buy  back  the  retirement  is  $7,289  the  balance  of  which 
will  be  paid  directly  by  Chief  The  ha  u  It. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000 
(Twenty  five  thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  a  new  Hilldale  Avenue 
Pavement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  the  deep 
reclamation  of  Hilldale  Avenue  at  a  later  time. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000 
(Four  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  professional  audit  of 
the  Town's  financial  records  and  practices. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000 
(Two  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  the  lot  line  in  the  Hill 
top  cemetery. 

15  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  setting  up  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of  a  South 
Hampton  town  hall  capital  improvement  project  in  celebration  of  the 


upcoming  Millennium.  The  funds  would  be  placed  in  a  new  trust  fund 
Named  "Campaign  2000".  The  money  would  be  spent  on  a  capital 
improvement  project  to  the  town  hall  and  area  between  the  town  hall  and 
Main  Avenue  only  if  the  town  approves  a  plan  by  March  2000.  If  no  plan 
is  approved  by  March  2000,  the  funds  would  revert  back  to  the  Town. 

This  is  part  of  an  original  proposal  made  by  Clint  Fumald  and 
supported  by  other  South  Hampton  residents. 

16  Shall  we  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  town  of 
South  Hampton,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  to  be 
as  follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years  $20,000  (Twenty 
thousand  dollars);  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years  $30,000 
(Thirty  thousand  dollars);  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older  $40,000 
(Forty  thousand  dollars).  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New 
Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5  years,  own  the  real  estate  individually 
or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  such  person's  spouse  ,  they 
must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the  tax  payer 
must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $13,400  (Thirteen  thousand 
four  hundred  dollars)  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than 
$20,400  (Twenty  thousand  four  hundred  dollars);  and  own  net  assets  not 
in  excess  of  $45,000  (Forty  five  thousand  dollars),  excluding  the  value  of 
the  persons  residence. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-d 
authorizing  the  library  trustees  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other 
than  money,  which  may  be  offered  to  the  library  for  any  public  purpose, 
provided,  however,  that  no  acceptance  of  personal  property  by  the 
library  trustees  shall  be  deemed  to  bind  the  town  or  the  library  trustees  to 
raise,  appropriate  or  expend  any  public  funds  for  the  operation, 
maintenance,  repair  or  replacement  of  such  personal  property. 

18.  Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-a:4-c  providing  that 
any  town  at  an  annual  Town  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  authorizing 
indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  the  public  library 
trustees  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the 
town  meeting,  unanticipated  money  from  a  state,  federal  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during 
the  fiscal  year 
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19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:11-a 
which  allows  the  library  to  keep  revenues  received  from  income 
generating  equipment. 

20  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Cemetery  to 
reserve  burial  lots  when  a  Perpetual  Care  fund  has  been  established 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

(continued  from  March  12th) 


The  following  evening  on  March  13th,  Moderator  Walter  Shivik  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
7:30  p.m.  After  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  he  introduced  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Clerks  and 
the  Budget  Committee  Members.  He  then  stated  some  of  the  procedures  he  would  follow  in 
conducting  the  meeting. 

Selectman  Phil  Carlman  was  recognized  and  he  thanked  Lee  Knapp  for  his  service  to  the  Town 
as  a  Selectmen  and  presented  him  a  plaque.  Lee  thanked  the  Town  and  the  people  he  worked 
with.  He  also  mentioned  how  much  he  would  miss  those  early  morning  and  late  evening  calls 
from  Townspeople  telling  him  what  a  wonderful  job  he  was  doing! 

The  Moderator  then  read  the  warrant. 

Article  3.  Phil  Carlman  made  the  motion  to  see  if  the  Towti  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $291,650.  (Two  Hundred  Ninety  One  Thousand  Six-Hundred  Fifty  Dollars)  for  the 
general  operation  of  the  Town  (a  difference  of  $12,000.00  due  to  Winter  Maintenance  because 
of  the  severe  weather  this  year),  seconded  by  Lee  Knapp.  Phil  also  explained  that  the  over- 
expenditure  in  last  year's  budget  for  Winter  Maintenance  was  because  the  Selectmen  took  a 
chance  of  using  winter  maintenance  funding  for  having  more  road  paving  done.  Joann  Hill 
asked  if  this  mcrease  would  be  used  exclusively  for  the  Winter  Maintenance  Line  Item  and  Phil 
Carlman  answered  -  yes.  Lee  Knapp  explained  Summer  Maintenance  -  shimming  and 
resurfacing  sections  of  road  was  included  in  the  general  budget. 

Ed  Condon,  Budget  Committee  Member,  suggested  tabling  Article  3  until  we  know  how  the 
recycling  article  is  voted.  Lee  Knapp  made  a  motion  to  table  Article  3  until  Articles  13  and  14 
are  acted  upon,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman  and  so  voted.  Joann  Hill  made  a  motion  to  move  to 
Articles  13  and  14,  seconded  by  Dennis  Blair  and  so  voted. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200.  (One 
Thousand  Two  Hundred  Dollars)  to  initiate  a  "pay  per  bag"  program  in  tandem  with  the  curb- 
side  recycling  program.  Households  would  be  allowed  one  free  (30  gallon)  trash  bag  per  week. 
Any  trash  bags  over  the  one  (1)  per  week  limit  would  require  a  sticker,  affixed  near  the  top  of 
the  bag,  the  sticker  would  cost  the  household  $1.00  (one  dollar)  per  bag.  Stickers  would  be 
available  for  purchase  at  the  Town  Hall  and  at  the  two  convenience  stores  in  town.  P.  K. 
Erickson,  Recycling  Committee  Chairman,  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  13  to  include  "The 
Town  of  South  Hampton  will  pay  for  only  the  Municipal  dumpster",  seconded  by  Scott  Dixon. 
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Tom  Libby  asked  where  the  Municipal  dumpster  is?  P.  K.  responded  that  it  is  located  between 
the  Town  Hall  and  the  School.  There  was  some  confusion  over  why  the  Town  was  paying  for 
individually-rented  dumpsters.  Lee  Knapp  explained  that  the  individuals  paid  for  the  service  but 
the  Town  paid  the  tipping  fees  (cost  to  the  landfill)  for  all  dumpsters  in  Town.  P.  K.  added 
South  Hampton  is  one  of  only  a  few  Towns  that  still  do  this.  Craig  Marx  made  a  motion  that  the 
dumpster  issue  be  made  a  separate  article,  seconded  by  Peter  Oldak  It  was  questioned  whether  it 
was  legal  to  do  this.  The  motion  was  voted  and  passed  (to  be  numbered  as  Article  13a). 

Kate  Gray  feels  this  will  cost  the  Town  money.  Adele  Fiorillo  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Article  and 
suggested  having  a  Spring  Pick-Up  for  large  items.  Phil  Carlman  made  a  motion  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  be  directed  to  cease  the  current  practice  of  paying  tipping  and  tonnage  fees 
charged  for  refuse  picked  up  from  privately  rented  dumpsters.  The  Town  shall  continue  to  pay 
all  charges  related  to  any  current  or  future  Municipal  dumpster.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Lee  Knapp,  voted  and  passed.  The  amended  Article  was  voted  and  passed.  Keller  moved  to 
restrict  reconsideration  of  the  article,  seconded  by  P.  K.  Erickson  and  so  voted. 

Later  in  the  meeting  Dennis  Blair,  Budget  Committee  Member,  stated  his  concern  about 
separating  the  dumpster  into  ^S'  an  additional  article.  He  feels  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  will  have  a  problem  with  this  procedure.  Dennis  made  a  motion  to  attach  Article 
13a  to  amended  Article  13,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,357.50  (Seven- 
Thousand  Three-Hundred  Fifty  Seven  Dollars  and  fifty  cents)  [at  a  cost  of  .75  per  house  every 
other  week,  based  on  285  houses,  ($5,557.50)  plus  $1,800  for  curb-side  buckets]  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  curb-side  pick-up  of  the  following  recyclable  materials:  glass  (green,  clear  & 
brown),  aluminum  cans,  tin  cans,  &  plastics  1  &  2.  Larry  Baker,  Selectman,  moved  that  the 
article  be  accepted  as  written  and  read,  seconded  by  P.  K.  Erickson.  Peter  Oldak  asked  if  we 
need  to  separate  plastics,  glass,  etc.  P.  K.  answered  -  no,  however,  she  added  that  we  still  need 
to  bring  paper/cardboard  to  the  Town  Hall  parking  lot  once  a  month.  David  Riecks  asked  if 
there  would  be  enough  money  for  snow  removal  if  this  passes  and  was  told  there  would  be.  The 
motion  was  voted  and  passed.  Mike  Keller  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration,  seconded  by  Joann 
Hill  and  so  voted. 

Peter  Oldak  made  a  motion  to  remove  Article  3.  from  the  table,  seconded  by  Scott  Dixon  and  so 
voted. 

Article  3  (continued)  -  Lee  Knapp  moved  to  amend  line  item  #4324  Recycling  to  the  sum  of 
$970.  (Nine  Hundred  Seventy  Dollars),  seconded  by  Larry  Baker  and  so  voted.  Kate  Gray 
questioned  whether  the  budget  had  been  adjusted  to  reflect  the  changes.  Lee  stated  the  general 
operating  budget  for  the  Town  was  now  $287,650  (Two-Hundred  Eighty  Seven  Thousand  Six- 
Hundred  Fifty  Dollars).  The  article  as  amended  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $16,200  (Sixteen 
Thousand  Two-Hundred  Dollars)  for  the  final  lease  payment  of  the  Grumman  fire  truck.    Lee 
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Knapp  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Scott  Dixon.  Fire  Chief,  John 
Gamble  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article.  The  motion  was  voted  and  passed.  Motion  to  restrict 
reconsideration  was  made  by  Mike  Keller,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman  and  so  voted. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.  (Four 
Thousand  Dollars)  for  the  purchase  of  two  air  packs  for  use  by  the  Fire  Department.  Larry  Baker 
made  the  motion  as  written  and  read,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman.  Larry  noted  that  these  would 
be  the  last  air  packs  needed.  The  motion  was  voted  and  passed.  Mike  Keller  moved  to  restrict 
reconsideration  of  the  article,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman  and  so  voted. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  (Three 
Thousand  dollars)  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  required  for  the  new  fire  truck.  Phil  Carlman 
moved  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read,  seconded  by  Scott  Dixon.  Judy  Shivik  commented 
that  the  minutes  from  last  year's  meeting  stated  that  the  Firemen's  Association  would  pay  to 
equip  the  truck.  Phil  Carlman  explained  that  the  Association  had  to  spend  money  on  the  EOC 
addition  this  past  year  that  was  not  expected.  The  motion  was  voted  and  passed.  Mike  Keller 
moved  to  restrict  reconsideration  of  the  article,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman  and  so  voted. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  (Five  Hundred 
Dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  to  update  the  Town's  tax  maps.  Larry  Baker  made  a 
motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  read  and  written,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman.  Larry  explained 
these  are  the  new  digitized  tax  maps  and  some  corrections  need  to  be  made.  The  motion  was 
voted  and  passed. 

Article  8  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500  (Four 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars)  to  be  placed  in  a  Police  Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  later  purchasing  a  new  police  cruiser  for  the  Police  Department.  Lee  Knapp  moved 
that  the  article  be  accepted  as  written,  seconded  by  Roy  Syvertson.  Lee  Knapp  defined  the 
Police  Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Robert  Gray  asked  how  often  a  new  cruiser  was  needed. 
Chief  Wayne  Theriault  responded  every  four  or  five  years.  The  motion  was  voted  and  passed. 
Mike  Keller  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman  and  so  voted. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  (One 
Thousand  Dollars)  to  be  placed  m  the  Land  Acquisition  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  1988. 
Phil  Carlman  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Lee  Knapp.  Cathy  Silver 
noted  there  is  $7,740  in  the  fund  and  questioned  what  might  be  done  with  this.  Phil  answered  it 
would  be  used  to  purchase  land  if  a  parcel  became  available  that  would  benefit  the  Town.  The 
motion  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  10  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000  (Ten 
Thousand  Dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Cemetery  Land  Acquisition  and  Development  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  created  in  1993  under  RSA  35;  1.  Lee  Knapp  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  Article 
as  written  and  read,  seconded  by  Scott  Dixon.  Lee  explained  there  is  about  $33,000  currently  in 
the  Fund.    Robert  Gray  asked  what  the  charges  are  for  the  plots.    Peter  Oldak,  Trustee  of  the

Trust  Funds,  responded  that  there  are  no  charges;  however,  families  are  encouraged  to  make  a 
donation.  Audrey  Miller  suggested  charging  for  lots  to  help  defray  the  Town's  expenses.  The 
motion  was  voted  and  passed.  Mike  Keller  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration,  seconded  by  Phil 
Carlman  and  so  voted. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500  (Four 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Trust  Fund  currently  known  as  the  "Town 
Hall  Maintenance  Trust  Fund"  and  will  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  rename  said 
trust  fund,  the  new  name  to  be  "The  Town  Buildings  Maintenance  Trust  Fund"  and  in  doing  so 
permit  said  "Town  Buildings  Maintenance  Trust  Fund"  moneys  to  be  spent  on  the  maintenance 
of  all  current  and  future  town-owned  buildings.  The  Town  Hall  Maintenance  Trust  Fund  was 
created  in  1992  under  RSA  31:19.  Phil  Carlman  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read, 
seconded  by  Scott  Dixon.  The  motion  was  voted  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000  (Twelve 
Thousand  Dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  entrance-way  to  the  Library  Building,  and 
to  further  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Library  Trustees  to  be  the  agents  for  expending  the 
$12,000.  Larry  Baker  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read  and  written,  seconded  by 
Barbara  Knapp,  former  Library  Trustee.  Barbara  explained  that  many  Townspeople  had 
expressed  concerns  because  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  into  the  Library  through  the  existing 
entrance-way.  The  Trustees  have  asked  Townspeople  for  suggestions.  Barbara  noted  they  had 
received  three  proposals  and  they  had  selected  the  one  posted  in  the  hall  for  all  to  see.  They 
have  received  bids  ranging  from  $17,000  -  $19,000  (Seventeen  Thousand  to  Nineteen  Thousand 
Dollars).  She  added  that  the  "Friends  of  the  Library"  have  donated  $6,000  (Six  Thousand) 
toward  this  project.  Craig  Marx  felt  this  should  be  put  off  until  next  year.  Scott  Dixon  asked  if 
funds  from  the  Town  Hall  Maintenance  Trust  could  be  used  for  this.  Larry  Baker  answered,  no, 
as  maintenance  would  be  repairs  to  existing  structures,  such  as  new  roofing.  Phil  Carlman  added 
that  the  actual  increase  would  be  3%  if  all  items  passed.  It  was  questioned  whether  the  Library 
is  handicap-accessible  and  Barbara  responded  there  is  a  ramp  at  the  rear  entrance.  The  motion 
was  voted  and  passed.  Mike  Keller  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration,  seconded  by  Phil  Carlman 
and  so  voted. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  terminate  the  practice  of 
sending  out  Annual  Inventories  to  the  townspeople  as  provided  by  RSA  74.  Phil  Carlman  made 
the  motion,  seconded  by  William  Carey.  Phil  mentioned  that  some  money  is  raised  by  penalties 
to  those  who  do  not  return  the  inventories  on  time,  but  taxpayers  are  very  unhappy  with  these 
charges.  Cathy  Silver  asked  if  the  information  is  useful.  Lee  Knapp  responded  that  some  years 
the  information  has  been  used.  The  article  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  16  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  charge  any 
parties  that  shall  be  found  responsible  for  a  hazardous  materials  spill  in  the  Town  $125.00  (One 
Hundred  Twenty  Five  Dollars)  per  hour  for  any  time  spent  by  the  South  Hampton  Fire 
Department  at  the  scene  of  a  Hazardous  Materials  spill  and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  place  any 
such  receipts  in  the  General  Fund.    The  motion  was  made  by  Lee  Knapp  and  it  was  seconded  by 
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Phil  Carlman.  Joann  Hill  motioned  to  amend  the  amount  to  $500  (Five  Hundred  Dollars)  per 
hour,  seconded  by  Ed  Condon.  John  Gamble  responded  that  $125  per  hour  was  the  rate  charged 
by  other  Towns  in  the  area.  Gregory  Williams  asked  Joann  if  the  amount  the  was  suggesting  was 
for  punitive  reasons.  Joann  responded  that  in  the  case  of  a  toxic  spill  there  would  be  possible 
health  concerns  and  questioned  whether  the  Town  would  be  responsible.  The  amendment  was 
voted  and  failed.  The  original  motion  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  17  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  any 
surplus  Town  property.  Lee  Knapp  made  a  motion  of  accept  the  Article  as  read,  seconded  by 
Scott  Dixon.  Ed  Condon  amended  the  article  -  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  the 
Selectmen  to  dispose  of  any  surplus  town  property  by  means  of  public  auction  or  sealed  bids 
only.  If  no  bids  are  received  then  the  Selectmen  may  dispose  of  the  property  as  they  see  fit." 
Dennis  Blair  seconded  the  amendment.  It  was  asked  what  this  property  might  be  and  Ed 
responded:  fire  truck,  police  cruiser,  recycling  truck,  etc.  Phil  Carlman  made  a  motion  to 
amend  the  amendment  to  -  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  the  Selectmen  when  they 
determine  to  dispose  of  any  surplus  town  property  by  means  of  public  auction  or  sealed  bids 
only.  If  no  bids  are  received  then  the  Selectmen  may  dispose  of  the  property  as  they  see  fit." 
This  amended  amendment  was  seconded  by  Craig  Marx.  The  amendment  was  voted  and  passed.

David  Riecks  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration,  seconded  by  Ed  Condon  and  so  voted. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting, 
Joann  Hill,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  "Country  Gardeners",  said  they  would  like  to  create  another 
garden  at  the  other  end  of  the  common  and  asks  if  the  meeting  is  in  favor  of  this.   A  show  of 
hands  indicated  the  meeting  was  in  favor  of  the  new  garden  site. 

Cathy  Silver  wanted  to  remind  townspeople  of  the  Eighth  Grade  Auction. 

John  Santosuosso  asked  how  the  Highway  Block  Grant  was  spent  and  was  told  it  was  spent  for 
paving.  He  also  questioned  why  the  Road  Agent  doesn't  have  a  page  explaining  expenses. 

Phil  Carlman  made  a  motion  to  rescind  the  $600  price  of  the  old  cruiser  that  requires  the  Police 
Association  to  pay.    Moderator  Walter  Shivik  ruled  the  motion  out  of  order. 

Joann  Hill  motioned  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by  Scott  Dixon.  Meeting  was  adjourned 
at  9:58  p.m.

1996  saw  the  South  Hampton  Planning  Board  process  3 
small  subdivision  applications  and  2  lot  line  adjustments. 
There  were  also  numerous  other  inquiries  from  land  owners 
and  real  estate  agents  concerning  zoning  questions  about 
the  use  of  land.  The  past  year  also  saw  the  first  of  2 
reclamation  plans  for  the  abandoned  gravel  pits  on  the 
South  Hampton,  Seabrook,  Kensington  border.  James 
VanBokkelen  and  myself  finished  the  revisions  to  the 
Subdivision  Regulations  and  started  working  on  the  new 
Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  which  we  plan  to  complete  by 
next  year.  Your  Planning  Board  has  also  proposed  several 
zoning  changes  which  are  meant  to  help  clarify  the  set  back 
and  size  requirements  for  a  building  lot  and  to  add 
definitions  to  the  flood  plain  zone.

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30UTH  HAMPTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
Annual  Report  to  the  Residents  of  South  Hampton 

1996 

The  South  Hampton  Conservation  Commission  once  again  held  regularly 
scheduled  meetings  during  1996.  The  Commission  met  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  every  month  (with  the  exception  of  November  and 
December  due  to  holiday  constraints)  at  7:30  pm  in  the  selectman's 
office.  During  scheduled  meetings  the  Commission  discussed  various 
land  parcels  with  respect  to  wetlands  and  zoning  ordinances  and 
visited  these  properties,  met  with  property  owners  or  potential 
owners,  offering  guidance  and  suggestions  for  site  development 
potent  ial . 

The  Commission  reviewed  two  dredge  and  fill  applications  this  year 
and  worked  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen  during  the 
review  process.  Additionally,  the  Commission  communicated  with  the 
Rockingham  County  Conservation  District  and  the  Wetlands  Bureau 
with  respect  to  these  applications. 

A  good  portion  of  this  year  was  spent  attempting  to  organize  files, 
keeping  up  with  the  mail  and  getting  up  to  speed  on  new  changes  in 
wetland  regulations  and  the  reorganization  of  the  Wetlands  Board 
which  is  now  the  Wetlands  Bureau. 

The  goal  for  1997  is  to  initiate  the  process  for  designating  "prime 
wetlands"  in  South  Hampton.  The  designation  of  prime  wetlands  will 
afford  them  special  consideration,  a  status  our  beautiful  wetland 
areas  deserve.  The  process  for  designating  any  wetland  as  prime  is 
an  involved  one  which  requires  preparation,  input  from  Town 
Residents  through  the  public  hearing  process,  a  vote  at  Town 
Meeting  and  State  approval.   So  stay  tuned! 

The  Commission  appreciates  the  support  it  receives  from  the 
Residents  of  South  Hampton  and  we  hope  for  your  continued  support 
during  the  coming  year.

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Dear  Fellow  Residents: 

1996  was  an  excellent  year  for  our  town.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  a  number  of  key  people, 
the  town  has  received  grants,  reimbursements  and  cost  reductions  the  likes  of  which  I 
have  not  seen  in  recent  memory. 

For  example,  our  insurance  costs  continue  to  spiral  downward,  a  result  of  the  efforts  of 
former  Board  Chairman  Lee  Knapp  who,  several  years  ago,  convinced  the  town  to 
switch  our  insurance  coverage  to  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association.  Under  this 
plan,  rebates  are  given  for  the  length  of  time  the  town  goes  without  serious  claims. 
Because  we  have  so  few  claims,  our  town  continues  to  get  larger  rebates  each  year. 
You  do  not  see  the  savings  in  the  line  items  of  the  budget  because  rebates  are  shown  in 
the  revenue  section  of  the  budget,  but  they  are  there  and  they  are  significant. 

Selectman  Larry  Baker  has  taken  on  the  additional  duties  of  Town  Administrator.  He 
costs  the  town  far  less  than  former  part  time  administrators  while  significantly  reducing 
town  expenses.  A  perfect  example  of  his  efforts  is  this  town  report  itself.  It  was  printed  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  prison  system  at  half  the  cost  of  previous  town  reports. 

Police  Chief  Wayne  Theriault  applied  for  and  received  one  of  only  3  grants  awarded  in 
the  State  for  additional  police.  For  the  duration  of  the  grant,  the  federal  government  is 
paying  for  75%  of  the  cost  of  an  additional  full  time  police  officer.  Sgt.  Aaron  Wojtkowski 
will  be  a  full  time  police  officer  in  our  town  for  the  next  3  years.  The  police  understand 
that  the  position  will  remain  full  time  only  as  long  as  the  grant  remains  in  effect.  There  is 
no  intention  to  create  a  permanent  position  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

Fire  Chief  John  Gamble  worked  hard  to  obtain  new  carpeting  and  other  additional  funds 
for  our  Emergency  Operations  Center  from  the  State.  He  was  also  instrumental  in 
obtaining  nearly  $3500  in  emergency  road  repair  funds  from  the  State  after  the  historic 
floods  this  fall.  He  and  our  volunteer  firemen  spent  hundreds  of  unpaid  hours  during  that 
disaster  pumping  out  residents  homes  at  no  pay.  The  new  Police  Station,  Emergency 
Operations  Center  and  two  new  Fire  Station  bays  are  nearly  completed  again  thanks 
mainly  to  Chief  Gamble  and  his  men. 

P.  K.  Erickson  and  the  Recycling  Committee  hit  a  home  run  with  the  curbside  recycling 
program.  Our  dump  fees  have  been  cut  in  half  by  the  reduction  in  curbside  trash  caused 
by  the  pay-per-bag  program. 

But  by  far,  the  person  who  has  affected  the  long  term  character  of  our  town  is 
Selectman  James  Van  Bokkelen.  The  long  term  effect  of  his  work  is  nothing  short  of 
profound. 

If  you  reflect  back  to  1988  when  the  question  of  building  a  new  school  was  put  before 
the  town,  there  was  the  specter  of  large  housing  developments  looming  on  the  horizon. 
The  Mignosa  property  on  Woodman  and  Highland  Roads  had  just  been  subdivided. 
Lutz  Wallem's  hilltop  estate  was  proposed  to  be  subdivided  into  20  plus  lots  and  many 
people  felt  certain  that  the  Vozzella  property  across  town  hall  would  become  a  major 
subdivision. 
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After  the  school  question  was  defeated,  James  Van  Bokkelen  began  quietly  buying  up 
as  many  large  tracts  of  land  as  possible  and  placing  many  of  them  in  a  charitable  trust. 
The  Vozzella  property  across  from  Town  Hall  has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  Van  Bokkelen 
and  will  not  be  developed.  Mr.  Van  Bokkelen  and  the  charitable  trust  he  established  now 
own  nearly  16%  of  all  land  in  town  including  most  of  the  easily  developed  large  tracts. 
He  has  stated  publicly  and  often  that  he  intends  that  these  lands  never  be  developed. 
The  owner  of  the  second  phase  of  the  Mignosa  development  off  of  Highland  and 
Woodman  Road  has  asked  that  the  subdivision  be  rescinded,  wishing  to  place  the  land 
in  current  use. 

Therefore,  our  town  is  one  of  the  few  in  the  nation  that  can  never  grow  very  much. 
Population  density  is  almost  guaranteed  to  be  small  and  we  are  all  assured  of  many 
hundreds  of  acres  of  land  that  will  remain  as  open  space. 

Mr.  Van  Bokkelen  has  now  proposed  to  donate  7  acres  across  from  Town  Hall  to  the 
School  District  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  school,  and  up  to  $100,000 
towards  the  construction  of  the  core  of  a  new  school  on  that  location.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
new  facility  will  be  ready  in  August  so  that  classes  can  be  held  there  this  winter. 

In  other  matters: 

In  October,  the  town  endured  what  has  been  termed  between  a  200  and  500  year  rain 
storm.  South  Hampton  received  in  excess  of  15"  of  rain.  We  should  be  extremely 
grateful  for  past  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  ZBA  members  for  standing  their  ground 
by  both  preventing  building  in  areas  that  flood  and  ensuring  that  buildings  were  property 
protected  from  flooding.  In  addition,  our  hats  are  off  to  both  past  and  present  holders  of 
the  position  of  Road  Agent  for  providing  excellent  drainage  and  quality  construction  of 
our  roads.  Our  town  suffered  far  less  damage  than  most  other  towns  in  the  area. 

In  response  to  townspeople's'  concerns,  the  Selectman  have  worked  with  the  Road 
Agent,  Scott  Dixon  to  increase  the  application  of  sand  &  salt  on  our  roads.  According  to 
the  Police  Chief,  this  action  has  led  to  a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  skidding 
accidents  since  Christmas. 

The  town  participated  this  year  in  its  first  Emergency  Management  test  and  passed  with 
flying  colors.  The  fire  station  is  now  truly  a  complete  Town  Safety  Complex.  The  complex 
is  owned  by  the  Firemen's  Association  but  is  funded  by  the  town.  Communication  and 
cooperation  among  the  three  entities  has  never  been  better. 

Our  7  year  road  re-paving  program  received  somewhat  of  a  setback  when  Chase  Road 
unexpectedly  "fell  apart"  sooner  than  anticipated.  Neariy  half  a  mile  of  Chase  Road  was 
completely  rebuilt  last  summer.  This  caused  Hilldale  Avenue's  re-paving  to  be 
rescheduled.  The  plan  now  is  to  patch  up  Hilldale  as  best  we  can  while  we  put  away 
funds  each  year  with  the  intent  to  completely  rebuild  Hilldale  Avenue  four  years  hence.

During  the  summer  of  1996  a  long-awaited,  brand  new  center  entrance  with  granite  steps,  a 
beautiful  entryway  with  a  wooden  floor,  as  well  as  two  additional  storage  places  were  added  as  an 
expansion  and  enhancement  to  the  Library.  Thanks  go  to  the  people  of  the  Town  and  the  Friends 
of  the  Library  for  their  support,  as  well  as  to  Donald  Currier,  the  contractor,  for  his  long  hours  and 
many  suggestions. 

Weekly  pre-school  story  hours  continue  at  1:00  p.m.  on  Thursdays  with  an  attendance  of  6  -  10 
children  &  parents  per  week.  A  6-week  reading  program  was  offered  during  the  summer.  The 
theme  was  "Nature  and  the  Arts".  Programs  included  a  presentation  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Audubon  Society  on  "Birds  of  Prey"  and  an  art  program  by  Helen  Loske,  an  artist  &  illustrator 
originally  from  England.  Some  of  Ms.  Loske'swatercolor  pieces  were  on  view  in  the  library.  More 
recently,  during  the  holiday  season  Betty  Banks  displayed  her  art  work.  We  hope  to  feature  more 
local  artists  in  the  future. 

Ruth  Rankin  of  Amesbury  was  hired  as  the  Library  Assistant.  Under  a  new  policy,  residents  of 
other  towns  may  use  the  library  provided  they  pay  a  $10  user  fee/per  family  per  year. 

Thank  you  all  for  donations  presented  as  gifts  or  memorial  donations.  Sadie  Embree  has  donated 
her  geneological  materials  which  are  now  organized  in  a  closed  area  in  the  main  portion  of  the 
library  for  easy  access  and  reference. 

The  Library  will  continue  its  association  in  1997  with  the  New  Hampshire  Humanities  Council, 
and  will  invite  local  and  regional  guest  speakers,  artists,  and  illustrators  who  will  enrich, 
entertain,  and  educate  people  of  various  ages.  Townspeople  are  encouraged  to  attend  any  or  all  of 
these  programs.

Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the 
other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fmes  of  up  to  52,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.   Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.    State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as 
the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.    If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  har.'est  laws  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  1 5  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.    This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick 
response  from  local  fire  departments.

3.  Mutual  Aid-assisting  our  neighboring  towns  when  they  need  extra  coverage  beyond  their 
capability,  m  return,  they  help  us  when  needed. 

4.  Fl.AZM.AT-leakage  from  a  car's  gas  tank,  oil  tank  or  propane  tank. 

5.  Inspections— new  constructions,  furnace  replacement,  smoke  detector  locations  and  inspection 
reports  of  property  being  sold  for  real  estate  agents. 

6.  Fire  Drills  &  Prevention-performing  fire  drills  and  fire  prevention  programs  at  the  Barnard 
School. 

7.  Public  Assist— helping  any  resident  in  any  way  we  can  such  as.  pumping  cellars,  sandbagging 
houses  when  high  waters  threaten  and  assisting  with  our  generator  when  electrictiy  is  out    In 
1996  the  members  put  in  over  400  man  hours  helping  residents.  We  are  available  to  help  in  any 
wa>  365  days  a  year.  24  hours  a  day

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Cemetery  Trustees  Report 


In  1924,  a  map  was  created  for  the  "new"  cemetery  located  in 
back  of  the  Town  Hall.   There  has  been  no  updating  of  this 
permanent  record  since  the  original  names  were  recorded.   We 
have  begun  to  work  with  Dollard  Associates  to  bring  the 
record  up  to  date  and  we  expect  to  complete  the  project 
during  1997.   Once  completed  and  recorded  on  a  computer  disk 
updated  information  will  be  easily  and  affordably  available 
at  all  times . 

In  the  process  of  our  initial  surveys  of  the  cemetery  we  find 
that  because  of  inconsistent  placement  of  head  stones  and  the 
lack  of  recorded  names,  a  number  of  sites  were  not  apparent. 
We  believe  that  twenty  or    more  lots  may  be  available  when  the 
mapping  is  completed.   This  in  no  way  diminishes  the  need  to 
find  a  lot  of  land  on  which  to  develop  a  new  cemetery. 

We  are    asking  the  public  to  approve  the  warrent  article  which 
will  allow  families  to  better  prepare  for  the  future  by 
reserving  a  burial  lot  when  a  Perpetual  Care    trust  fund  is 
established  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  funds. 

South  Hampton  needs  to  agree  to  some  policies  and  procedures 
so  that  consistent  cemetery  practices  will  be  exercised  in 
the  future.   For  instance,  vaults  serve  to  support  head 
stones,  burials  should  not  take  place  without  a  trustee  being 
notified  in  order  to  maintain  accurate  records,  stones  should 
be  placed  in  the  same  line.   As  trustees  we  will  work  with 
the  Selectmen  to  develop  policies  and  procedures  to  help 
families  cope  with  the  decisions  necessary  during  a  period  of 
grief •

Curb-Side  recycling  began  in  May  in  1996  and  it  is  reported  by  our  recycling  company 
(Newburyport  Recycling)  that  there  is  90-95%  town  participation! 

In  total  Newburyport  Recycling  has  picked-up  7  tons  of  cardboard  and  66.5  tons  of  recyclables 
curbside.  This  is  a  three  fold  increase  of  materials  recycled.  On  average  we  collected  3  tons  per 
month  with  our  once  a  month  central  collection.  Curbside  has  averaged  a  little  over  9  tons  per 
month. 

The  sale  of  stickers  has  brought  in  over  $2,900. 

The  Recycling  Truck  was  sold  in  1997  for  $1,000  by  the  Selectmen.  An  excellent  bargain! 
Bravo  to  our  Selectmen! 

We  are  in  line  for  grant  monies  to  offset  the  expense  of  the  recycling  bins  -  so  we  could  receive 
a  grant  for  $850  in  1997  for  a  1996  expense. 

The  town  has  saved  over  $1 1,000  in  waste  disposal  costs  for  1996. 

A  white  goods  &  bulky  waste  item  pick  up  is  on  the  schedule  for  Saturday,  May  17,  1997.  All 
white  goods  can  recycled  free  of  charge,  except  for  those  items  with  freon.  Refrigerators,  Air 
Conditioners  &  Freezers  all  must  be  certified  to  be  free  of  freon,  the  estimated  cost  is  about  8- 
15.00  per  item,  payable  by  the  individual  who  is  disposing  of  the  item.  A  small  fee  will  be 
established  for  the  bulky  waste  items,  to  offset  the  cost  of  the  disposal  cost.  The  South  Hampton 
Fire  Department  is  available  to  pick-up  your  "goodies"  for  a  donation  to  the  Fireman's 
Association.  Again  -  more  details  will  be  forthcoming.

School  Board 
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To  the  citizens  of  South  Hampton, 

It  has  been  another  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  School  Board.  We  set  5  goals  for  the 
1996-1997  school  year: 

1.  Continue  to  plan  for  long  term  space  solution/new  facility. 

2.  Develop  a  plan  to  handle  Grade  1/2  overcrowding  problem  expected  in  1997  -98. 

3.  Develop  a  conservative  budget  for  1997-98 

4.  Continue  to  focus  upon  improving  curriculum  offerings  at  the  Barnard  School 
(multi-age,  technology,  foreign  language,  Kindergarten,  etc.) 

5.  Review  the  use  of  time  -  both  hours  and  days  -  at  Barnard  School. 

The  board  has  been  and  continues  to  work  diligently  toward  achieving  these  goals.  As  part 
of  our  five  year  plan  to  bring  a  new  facility  to  South  Hampton,  presented  to  the  community  last 
year,  we  have  completed  our  visitations  of  4  small  schools  in  New  Hampshire  that  have  recently 
built  new  facilities,  or  have  made  significant  additions/modifications  to  these  facilities.  This 
information  will  be  crucial  to  the  planning  of  our  new  facility.  The  board,  along  with  staff  and 
community  members  have  been  discussing  facilities,  programs,  and  curriculum  as  it  relates  to  a 
school  facility,  striving  to  put  together  a  plan  that  wUl  best  address  our  community's  needs.  This 
information  will  be  presented  at  the  School  District  meeting. 

As  you  know  from  the  newsletters  we  have  published  over  the  last  6  months,  the  board  has 
been  working  to  address  the  pending  overcrowding  issue  in  the  combined  1st  and  2nd  grade  that 
will  be  facing  us  in  the  Fall  of  1997.  With  29  students  and  4  adults,  the  current  space  is  not 
adequate.  The  board  has  reviewed  many  alternatives  for  the  short  term,  and  working  with  the 
Selectmen,  have  put  together  a  plan  that  will  provide  adequate  space  for  the  1997-1998  school 
year.  The  Selectmen  have  agreed  to  allow  the  School  Board  to  utilize  the  Town  Hall  Annex/ 
Kitchen  area  to  be  used  for  grades  1  and  2.  The  specialists  that  usually  use  the  Annex  area  will  use 
space  in  the  existing  1/2  classroom.  This  is  a  short  term  solution  as  this  large  group  wUl  be 
together  again  in  the  fall  of  1999.  This  gives  the  Board  ample  time  to  put  together  a  long  term 
solution. 

The  community  received  a  summary  of  the  1997-1998  budget,  outling  the  most  significant 
changes.  This  year  the  largest  increases  were  in  equipment  and  special  needs  services. 

The  Board  continues  to  review,  with  the  staff,  the  curriculum  and  their  frameworks  on  an 
on-going  basis.  The  focus  has  changed  to  multi-age  classrooms,  a  hands-on  approach  and  the 
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increased  use  in  technology  within  the  classroom  and  as  an  intregral  part  of  the  core  curriculum. 
The  board  has  provided  the  support  both  philosophical  and  budgetary  to  improve  instruction  in 
these  areas. 

This  year  has  not  been  without  it's  share  of  problems.  As  we  have  informed  you  over  the 
last  few  months,  numerous  issues  with  the  portable  classroom  have  had  to  be  addressed.  Even 
though  we  have  been  very  pro-active  in  keeping  the  unit  functional  and  safe,  its  age  is  catching  up 
to  us  and  it  continues  to  deteriorate.  With  the  severe  weather  we  had  in  the  fall  the  classrooms 
were  damaged  considerably.  We  have  made  repairs  and  will  continue  to  monitor  it  closely,  but  the 
Board  is  concerned  about  its  continual  deterioration  and  the  expense  to  keep  it  up. 

In  the  Fall  we  found  it  necessary  to  replace  the  fence  surrounding  the  play  area  of  the 
school.  Certain  areas  were  beyond  repair  and  for  the  safety  of  the  children  and  community 
members,  we  replaced  the  fence  and  extended  it  to  include  the  play  area  adjacent  to  the  parking 
lot.  This  has  greatly  improved  the  overall  safety  of  all  the  children. 

This  year  has  also  been  filled  with  great  achievements  and  successes.  SAU2rs  grant  was 
rated  #1  in  the  Goals  2000  grant  program.  This  will  provide  significant  funds  to  the  districts  of 
SAU21.  South  Hampton  is  already  benefiting  from  those  funds  with  direct  access  to  the  Internet 
now  available  in  the  School  and  a  local  area  network  to  allow  the  computers  within  the  school  to 
communicate  with  each  other,  making  accessibility  of  programs,  etc.  more  easy  and  efficient.  The 
Board  would  like  to  publicly  thank  Marty  Williams  of  South  Hampton  for  the  outstanding  work 
she  and  her  staff  at  CRM  did  in  preparing  the  grant,  and  for  all  the  time,  resources,  and  expertise 
she  has  provided  in  training  and  support  of  technology  in  our  school. 

It  has  been  wonderful  to  see  the  amount  of  enthusiasm  and  support  the  Barnard  School  has 
received  from  the  community  at  large.  It  has  truly  become  a  community  school  with  aU  the  people 
that  have  been  involved  in  one  aspect  or  another.  There  is  a  group  of  people  working  with  the  PTA 
to  raise  money  and  construct  plans  to  improve  the  playground,  providing  a  safe  and  adequate 
place  for  all  the  school  age  children.  Numerous  contributions  have  been  made  to  the  school 
providing  funds  and  equipment  to  augment  the  programs  at  Barnard.  Many  people  volunteer  a 
vast  amount  of  their  time  to  come  into  the  classrooms  and  share  their  knowledge  and  experiences 
with  the  staff  and  students.  At  Barnard  School  we  strive  to  educate  the  whole  person,  not  just 
teach  the  3  R's.  Your  involvement  in  the  school,  and  the  community  is  extremely  valuable  and 
appreciated.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  all  of  those  that  have  given  of  themselves  to  help 
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benefit  our  community's  children. 

Our  children  will  be  the  leaders  of  this  community  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  The 
commitment  of  the  staff,  parents,  and  community  to  support  our  school  is  essential  to  the  success 
of  our  children.  We  all  need  to  work  together  to  benefit  South  Hampton  today  and  tomorrow. 
Please  join  us  at  the  School  District  Meeting  on  March  4th  at  7:30  and  provide  your  support  our 
school's  future.

South  Hampton  Annual  School  District  Meeting 


Introduction:    With  a  winter  storm  just  finishing  up,  a  small  group  of  townspeople,  somewhere  around 
60  gathered  together  for  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting.  The  Moderator,  Walter  Shivik  calls  the 
meeting  to  order  at  7:35  p.m.  He  began  the  meeting  with  the  pledge  of  allegiance.  Mr.  Shivik  then 
makes  a  few  announcements.  Walter  then  introduced  the  people  who  were  seated  at  the  front  table. 

•  At  this  time  the  Moderator  makes  the  introductions: 

•  School  Moderator:  Walter  Shivik 

•  School  EMstrict  Clerk:  Nancy  Brunei 

•  School  Board  members:  Judy  Shivik,  Chairman;  Dan  Mahoney  and  Melissa  Goldthwaite. 

•  School  Administrative  Unit  21  Officers:  Dr.  James  Weiss,  Superintendent;  Leon  Worthley,  Assistant 
Superintendent,  Fred  Engelbach,  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Business;  and  Peter  Saari,  Legal 
Counsel. 

•  Barnard  School  Principal:  Barbara  Knapp 

•  Budget  Committee:  Steve  Kaneb  and  Dennis  Blair 

•  Walter  then  explained  that  we  would  be  voting  on  5  main  articles,  two  special  money  articles,  the 
main  budget,  and  two  miscellaneous  articles.  At  this  point  he  goes  over  some  ground  rules  including: 

•  He  asks  the  non  voters  to  sit  on  at  the  front  of  the  stage. 

•  When  making  a  motion  and  second  please  stand  and  state  your  name  so  the  school  clerk  can  record 
your  name. 

•  Amendments  that  are  involved  would  have  to  be  made  in  writing. 

•  He  goes  over  the  ground  rules  and  discusses  motions  and  voting  procedures.  He  will  read  the  article, 
ask  for  a  sponsor,  ask  for  a  second  and  at  that  time  discussion  would  take  place.  Anyone  that  would 
want  to  make  an  amendment  would  do  it  at  that  time  .  At  the  end  of  the  discussion,  he  would  read 
the  article  once  more  and  ask  for  a  vote.  He  explains  that  at  this  time  if  a  secret  ballot  is  requested, 
five  or  more  qualified  voters  would  have  to  present  in  writing  a  request  to  have  a  secret  baUot.  He 
will  then  reread  the  article  then  ask  for  a  vote. 

•  The  moderator  then  explains  the  right  to  restrict  reconsideration.  After  an  article  has  been  voted  the 
meeting  has  the  right  to  protect  the  articled  against  reconsideration.  If  they  make  this  motion  and  it 
passes,  the  voters  may  only  reconsider  the  article  at  a  meeting  scheduled  seven  days  later. 

•  Address  questions  through  the  moderator,  he  will  address  it  to  the  proper  person  for  an  answer. 

If  the  meeting  does  not  agree  on  any  ruling  that  the  moderator  has  made,  they  can  make  a  motion  to 
overrule  his  decision. 

Walter  reminds  us  of  the  election  of  officers  on  March  12,  1996. 

At  this  time  Melissa  Goldthwaite  makes  a  motion  to  allow  the  SAU  21  officers,  the  principal,  Barnard 
School  staff  and  legal  counsel  to  participate  in  the  meeting.  Seconded  by  Dan  Mahoney.  Motion  passes. 

Judy  Shivik  is  called  on  at  this  time  to  discuss  the  regretfid  resignation  of  Betsy  Weber.  Judy  states  that 
Betsy  has  been  a  teacher  of  first  and  second  grade  for  25  years.  She  had  been  an  Aero  Space  engineer. 
She  made  the  decision  to  become  a  teacher,  and  many  children  have  benefited  firom  this.  She  also  has 
the  longest  commute  of  the  SAU  2 1  district  coming  fi-om  Great  Diamond  Island  in  Maine.  Judy  says  that 
the  bottom  line  for  Betsy  has  always  been  what  was  best  for  the  children.  At  this  time  those  in  attendance 
stood  to  applaud  Betsy,  showing  their  appreciation.  Mrs.  Weber  was  very  taken  by  this,  she  went  on  to 
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tell  us  that  we  had  a  group  of  wonderful  children  and  how  she  has  so  enjoyed  her  time  here.   Judy 
presented  Mrs.  Weber  with  a  bouquet  of  flowers. 

Judy  also  spoke  on  the  retirement  of  Leon  Worthley  as  Assistant  Superintendent.  He  has  been  a  great  help 
to  the  Barnard  School  and  the  Staff.  Leon  also  served  as  the  school  principal  during  a  transition  time. 
Judy  thanks  him  for  his  patience  and  dependability  and  presented  Leon  with  a  gift. 

Article  1:  To  see  if  the  school  distria  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000  (Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars)  to  be  added  to  the  school  district  building  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously 
established  The  school  board  and  the  budget  committee  recommend  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote 
required.) 

Judy  Shivik  moves  to  adopt  the  article  as  read.  Seconded  by  Dan  Mahoney. 

Judy  speaks  on  the  issue  of  long  term  planning.  She  tells  the  voters  that  the  $50,000  would  be  added  to 
the  current  $53,000  now  in  reserve.  The  people  have  the  vote  on  how  the  monies  will  be  used  The  fimds 
are  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Fund  A  question  on  what  hajqjens  to  the  money  when  it  is 
appropriated  Dick  Miller  explains  that  the  money  is  in  very  safe  short  term  bonds.  Judy  tells  us  that 
during  vacation  week  there  was  some  damage  in  the  form  of  a  gap  in  the  first  /second  grade  classroom. 
She  asks  for  a  volunteer  from  the  Barnard  Trust  to  address  this.  Walter  Shivik  speaks  on  behalf  of  the 
Barnard  Trust.  Over  the  years  the  problem  of  moisture  in  the  crawl  space  of  the  building  has  resulted  in 
rotting  of  the  sills  in  the  building.  A  contractor  has  installed  a  carrying  timber.  And  at  present  the 
building  is  safe  for  occupation,  but  the  building  will  require  a  peat  deal  of  repairs  this  summer.  The 
repair  work  was  estimated  between  $  1 1 ,000  to  $  1 5,000  that  will  be  paid  for  1^  the  trust.    Judy  also 
touches  upon  a  point  that  the  school  is  still  lacking  in  the  sense  of  State  Certification  because  of  not 
having  a  central  library  or  a  library  media  generalist.  The  school  currently  has  probationary  certification 
that  ends  June  30th,  after  this  date  we  are  not  a  properly  certified  elementary  school.   The  staff  has  been 
working  on  an  alternative  for  this  and  is  awaiting  the  certification,  we  do  not  know  if  this  will  take  place 
or  if  the  State  will  accept  our  alternatives.    She  also  addresses  an  overcrowding  issue  that  will  take  place 
in  September  of  1997.    If  things  stay  as  they  are  now  we  will  have  thirty  children  in  first  and  second 
grades.  Also,  there  will  be  a  teacher  and  an  aide  as  well.  Two  special  needs  children  that  will  require  fiill 
time  aides.  This  means  a  total  of  4  adults  and  30  children  in  this  alreacfy  crowded  space.  The  children 
carmot  be  moved  to  the  second  floor  due  to  State  laws,  there  isn't  nmning  water  in  the  portable,  so  the 
youngsters  cannot  be  moved  into  that  unit  Mike  Keller  of  Woodman  Road  asks  about  the  lack  of 
certification  and  how  it  will  affect  us.  Ju(fy  explains  that  the  school  could  not  receive  State  aid  but  that  we 
now  don't  receive  any.  Also,  that  we  would  not  be  able  to  accept  any  tuition  students.  We  do  not 
currently  accept  any  tuition  students.  Dr.  Weiss  adds  that  the  other  issue  is  whether  or  not  our  students 
would  be  considered  to  have  completed  a  standard  program  one  that  is  not  accredited  could  go  on  to  a 
secondary  education,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  He  adds  that  the  State  is  usually  more  apt  to 
withhold  fimds  and  not  permit  the  taking  of  tuition  students.  Walter  asks  for  any  more  discussion.  With 
none  at  hand  he  rereads  the  article  and  asks  for  a  vote.  The  motion  passes  unanimously. 

Lee  Knapp  makes  a  motion  to  restrict  reconsideration.  Seconded  by  Mike  Keller.  Motion  passes. 

Article  El:  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ai^ropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 1 5  (One  Hundred 
Fifteen  Dollars)  to  suK»rt  the  expenses  of  the  suit  brought  by  the  School  Districts  of  Lisbon,  Pittsfield 
Claremont,  Franklin  and  Allenstown  to  provide  more  equitable  fimding  for  public  education.  The  school 
board  and  the  budget  committee  recommend  this  ai^nvpriation.  (Majority  vote  required) 

Melissa  moves  to  adoiA  the  Article  as  read  Seconded  by  Dan  Mahoney.

Melissa  explains  that  we  will  be  sending  $1.00  per  student  to  help  support  the  legal  costs  for  these  towns. 
The  moderator  asks  for  discussion.  No  discussion.  He  rereads  the  article  and  then  asks  for  a  vote. 
Motion  passes. 

Lee  Knap^  makes  a  motion  to  restrict  reconsideration.  Seconded  by  Mike  Keller.  Motion  passes. 

Article  HI:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  Cfficials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District. 

Dan  Mahoney  moves  the  sum  of  $904,566.  This  amount  is  e.xclusive  of  the  special  money  articles  acted 
on  earlier  in  the  meeting.  Seconded  by  Melissa  Goldthwaite. 

Dan  explains  that  this  bottom  line  diflfers  from  the  original  amount  of  $887,736.  because  there  is  a  special 
needs  student  that  has  been  placed  at  the  Spaulding  Youth  Center  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  We  don't 
know  if  he  will  be  there  after  this  year,  but  we  do  have  to  budget  for  it.  Dan  explains  that  on  page  65  of 
our  town  report,  the  account  1200-560  would  increase  from  $42,700.  to  $59,530.  He  says  he  would  like  to 
go  through  the  budget  section  by  section.  Walter  points  out  that  as  Mr.  Mahoney  goes  through  the  budget 
and  is  explaining  things,  you  may  ask  questions. 

Dan  Mahoney  starts  going  through  the  budget  by  line  items.  On  the  1 100  series  there  is  brief  discussion 
on  the  Aides  salaries.  Brenda  Oldak  asks  if  there  will  be  an  additional  aide  hired  due  to  the  increase  in 
that  line.  Dan  explains  that  this  is  the  line  item  for  the  first  and  second  grade  aide,  it  also  is  the  area  for 
the  Chapter  One  tutor  which  was  funded  by  the  Federal  government.  It  is  now  not  being  funded  and  we 
have  to  put  the  money  into  our  budget. 

Dan  goes  onto  the  2130  series  and  touches  on  the  increase  in  the  equipment  line  item.  He  explains  that 
the  school  has  purchased  an  audiometer,  with  the  increased  use  of  this  piece  of  equipment  the  school  felt 
that  we  really  needed  to  purchase  this  as  oiqxjsed  to  borrowing  as  we  have  in  the  past,  which  has  become 
less  available  across  the  districts. 

In  the  next  area  of  special  education  there  is  discussion.  Craig  Marx  asks  how  many  special  education 
students  are  there  in  the  school  system.  Barbara  Knapp  answers  that  there  are  a  total  of  16,  including 
preschoolers. 

Dan  continues  through  the  accounts.  At  the  2200  series,  including  teachers  workshops  there  is  a 
comment  by  Craig  Marx  that  he  does  not  think  that  the  teachers  should  be  paid  extra  on  top  of  their 
salaries.  He  makes  a  motion  to  amend  the  account  by  $1,080  to  remove  the  summer  workshop.  Seconded 
by  Roy  Syvertson.  Mr.  Shivik  opens  for  discussion.  Mr.  Marx  states  he  feels  the  teachers  are  on  salaries 
and  this  should  be  part  of  that.  He  thinks  that  the  money  could  be  used  somewhere  else.  Larry  Baker  asks 
what  happens  if  this  motion  passes.  Judy  explains  that  if  the  Hne  item  were  shut  down  completely  they 
would  not  be  able  to  expend  monies  for  that  purpose.  Larry  Bakers  makes  a  request  that  the  sponsor 
changes  this  amount  to  $  1  to  keep  the  line  item  open.  Agreed  by  Mr.  Marx  and  seconded  by  Roy 
Syvertson.  Walter  calls  for  a  vote.  Motion  fails. 

In  the  2400  series  he  stops  on  the  line  item  concerning  the  salary  for  the  secretary.  He  explains  that  there 
has  been  a  change  in  this  position  three  times  over  the  past  2  1/2  years.  He  states  that  the  secretary  is 
very  competent  and  her  pay  should  reflect  what  is  going  on  with  the  other  SAU  secretary  salaries.  They 
feel  that  if  they  give  her  a  raise,  that  maybe  she  will  stay  and  the  office  will  continue  to  flow  efficiently. 
He  also  states  her  pay  is  still  below  any  other  secretaries  in  the  SAU  2 1  offices. 

In  the  2500  series  concerning  expenses,  Kathy  Silver  asks  about  the  temporary  hire  line  item.  Mr. 
Mahoney  explains  that  this  covers  the  summer  cleaning. 
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Dan  continues  through  the  accounts.  Line  item  4500  deals  with  the  building  or  purchase  of  a  storage 
shed  Dan  states  that  the  school  would  like  to  have  a  place  to  store  equipment  and  perhaps  buy  in  bulk 
when  the  chance  arises.  The  question  is  asked  whether  we  will  buy  or  build,  he  states  that  they  are 
looking  into  the  chance  that  Amesbury  High  may  be  able  to  build  for  cost  The  shed  would  be 
approximately  8  x  12. 

In  the  Health  Insurance  account  Dan  explains  that  this  year  the  teachers  are  picking  up  more  of  the  costs 
and  the  same  v^ill  be  true  next  year.  This  plan  includes  six  full  time  teachers,  1  aide,  80%  special 
education  teacher. 

Concerning  the  Tuition  account,  Dan  discusses  tuition  to  Amesbury  high.  A  question  is  asked  about  how 
our  tuition  rate  is  formulated.  E>an  explains  that  Amesiwy  High  receives  funding  from  the  State.  The 
more  money  they  spend  the  higher  our  tuition.  Last  year  we  were  at  10.2% ,  this  year  we  are  at  12%  He 
also  adds  that  Amesbury  is  still  less  expensive  than  the  surrounding  towns.  Dr.  Weiss  adds  that 
Winnacunnet  is  approximately  $8,500  to  $9,000  per  studsnL    A  question  is  asked  on  the  issue  of  school 
choice.  Judy  Shivik  says  that  yes  we  do  have  school  choice  in  the  sense  that  if  a  student  applies  to  a  public 
school  (not  private)  and  is  accepted,  the  town  will  pay  up  to  the  tuition  of  Amesbury  and  the  students 
parents  would  be  liable  for  the  rest. 

Chris  Moore  asks  if  the  Budget  Committee  is  in  ^or  of  the  budget  The  answer  is  yes. 

The  moderator  asks  for  any  more  discussion.  With  none.  He  calls  for  a  vote.  Motion  passes. 

Lee  Kna{^  makes  a  motion  to  restrict  reconsideration.    Seconded  by  Mike  Keller.  Motion  passes. 

Article  IV:  To  see  what  action  the  District  will  take  in  relation  to  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
committees  or  OfBcen  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Melissa  moves  the  District  accept  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  OfBcers  chosen. 
Seconded  by  Dan  Mahoney.  Motion  passes. 

Article  V:    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

Judy  Shivik  states  that  no  one  has  come  forward  to  run  for  the  Treasurers  position.  Lynn  Talbot  has  held 
this  position  for  some  time  now  but  had  opted  not  to  run  agaiiL  If  anyone  has  any  interest  in  ruiming 
please  to  let  them  know  so  they  could  write  this  in  on  the  ballot . 

Judy  says  that  if  anyone  has  any  input  into  long  term  planning,  to  please  let  the  Board  know. 

John  McCrillis  asks  about  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  He  would  like  to  know  why  it  could  not  be  in  a 
better  yielding,  more  aggressive  fund.  Dick  Miller  again  explains  that  this  meeting  could  call  to  turn  the 
money  bad^  to  the  taxpayers  or  want  to  expend  it  in  some  &shion.  The  Trustees  of  the  Fimd  would  have 
to  be  able  to  get  at  the  money  on  a  moments  notice.  In  a  higher  yielding  fund  this  would  be  difBculL 

Miss  Williams  expresses  that  she  would  like  to  applaud  the  school  board  for  all  their  hard  work. 

Walter  Shivik  entertains  a  motion  for  at^ununent  Moved  by  Lany  Baker,  seconded  by  Chris  Moore. 

The  meeting  came  to  a  close  at  8:50  p.m.

INDEPENDENT  A  UDITOR  'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
South  Hampton  School  District 
South  Hampton,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the  South  Hampton  School 
District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1996.  These  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these 
general-purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general-purpose  financial  statements.  An 
audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accotinting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general-purpose  financial  statement  presentation.  We 
believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  South 
Hampton  School  District  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that 
should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  South  Hampton  School  District,  as  of  June  30,  1996,  for 
the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general-purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.  The  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented 
for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  South  Hampton  School  District.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented 
in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT  1996-97 


It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  for  rae  to  offer  this  1996-97 
Superintendent's  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of  South  Hampton. 
This  year  the  South  Hampton  School  District  has  continued  to  look 
at  solutions  for  the  aging  Barnard  School  while  at  the  same  time 
working  carefully  to  keep  the  Barnard  facility  in  serviceable 
shape  for  the  short  haul.   Likewise  the  School  Board  focused  upon 
continuing  to  offer  the  students  of  South  Hampton  a  quality 
education  in  the  unique  personal  setting  of  the  80  student 
Barnard  School. 

The  School  Board  devoted  much  time  and  effort  visiting  small 
schools  across  our  State.   Board  and  community  members  visited 
schools  in  Errol,  Freedom,  Washington  and  New  Castle, 
New  Hampshire  and  came  away  with  many  good  ideas  which  will 
eventually  become  part  of  a  South  Hampton  proposal.   The 
Board  also  discussed  various  methods  for  funding  and  building  a 
new  school.   Finally,  the  Board  voted  to  continue  to  include  on 
its  warrant  additional  funds  for  the  capital  reserve  fund. 

Many  of  the  classrooms  in  the  Barnard  School  received  a  new 
coat  of  paint  over  the  summer  which  brightened  and  cleaned  the 
rooms  that  students  use.   The  colors  were  carefully  chosen  to  add 
colonial  charm  to  the  building  and  to  be  pleasing  to  the  teachers 
and  students  alike.   Storage  space  was  also  enlarged  with  the 
installation  of  a  storage  shed  made  by  students  at  Amesbury  High 
School.   A  new  playground  fence  was  also  installed  to  increase 
the  safety  of  students  while  they  are  outside.   The  PTA  also 
worked  closely  with  the  Board  and  the  Faculty  to  plan  and  collect 
funds  for  a  new  playground. 

At  the  SAU  level,  several  significant  changes  occurred  over 
the  year  with  the  retirement  of  long-time  Assistant 
Superintendent  Leon  Worthley.   First,  an  SAU-wide  committee 
settled  upon  Thomas  Zarnowski  from  Keene  as  the  new  Assistant 
Superintendent.   Tom  brings  his  many  years  of  experience  to  the 
task  of  coordinating  curriculum.   Second,  this  change  provided 
the  opportunity  for  restructuring  at  the  SAU  level  with  the 
establishment  of  a  Personnel  Office  staffed  by  Paula  Cushman  and 
Frances  Noonan.   With  this  major  shift,  Tom  has  been  able  to 
focus  upon  curriculum  and  the  SAU ' s  response  to  the  new 
New  Hampshire  Educational  Improvement  and  Assessment  Tests  given 
at  the  end  of  grades  6  and  10. 

The  SAU  Office  was  also  very  busy  this  year  with  four  major 
building  projects  to  manage  as  well  as  its  usual  work  in  the 
budget  and  facilities  areas.   Many  hours  were  spent  on  preparing 
for  the  implementation  of  the  new  SB2-Australian  Ballot  in 
several  communities.   While  many  questions  were  raised,  few  good 
answers  were  available.   Voters  in  Hampton,  Seabrook,  and 
Winnacunnet  will  have  their  first  experience  with  this  new  format 
in  March  1997.   Finally,  the  SAU  #21  Joint  Board  held  a  two- 
session  retreat  to  talk,  plan  and  look  toward  the  next  century. 
Many  good  ideas  were  generated  during  this  event. 
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Long-time  primary  teacher  Betsy  Weber  retired  and  was 
replaced  with  Connie  Jaquays  as  the  first  and  second  grade 
teacher.   Staff  were  also  added  at  District  expense  to  replace 
the  Title  I  tutor  when  South  Hampton  lost  its  Title  I  status. 
The  year  was  spent  increasing  the  use  of  integrated  thematic 
units  at  all  grade  levels  and  continued  implementation  of  an  arts 
and  humanities  program.   Technology  too  was  increased  with  the 
help  of  the  Barnard  Technology  Committee  and  Goals  2000  funds 
received  by  the  SAU. 

Overall,  1996-97  has  been  a  year  of  exploration  and  planning 
for  the  community  as  it  looks  towards  the  next  century.   While 
facilities  remain  a  challenge,  the  program  at  the  Barnard  School 
continues  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  community's  children  in  its 
unique  way.   This  is  clearly  due  to  the  outstanding  leadership  of 
Principal  Barbara  Knapp  and  the  diligent  work  of  the  Barnard 
staff,
